Fire Started in Home of Mrs. 
Olga Kropovich; Homes Burned 
to Ground; Little Saved. 

One of the worst fires in years 
burned to the ground five homes in 
east Coleman, starting approxi¬ 
mately 2.30 Tuesday morning and 
burning furiously for several hours 


was held on Monday evening. 
Present Mayor Aboussafy, Council¬ 
lors, Cox, Dutil, Jenkins, Lowe and 
Wilson. 

John McNeil and Bob. Pattinson, 
president and secretary respective¬ 
ly of Coleman Community Sports’ 
Association, were present ,to discuss 
with council plans at present being 
considered regarding the arena. Mr. 
Patti son stated that observation 
during the past two years had 
shown that the open air rink was 
not being used by more than six 
Children per evening and it was 
the considered opinion of the As¬ 
sociation that it had now served its 
purpose and should be closed and 
dismantled. Mr. McNeil, in speak¬ 
ing of the large rink, stated that 
either a lot of money would have 
to be sipent on the building to put 
it into proper shape or it would 
have to be torn down as it is be¬ 
lieved that it is on the verge of be¬ 
ing condemned. Mr. John D'Appo- 
lonia and Mr. Herb. Hewitt had 
been engaged to make a detailed 
study of the building and report 
their findings to the Sports Associ¬ 
ation. It was his personal opinion 
that the rink would! not open next 
year if nothing was done to it this 
summer. It was revealed that the 
roof was bad and only as a result 
of the snow being blown off it this 
winter by the winds was the ice 
saved when thaws were experi¬ 
enced. 

Mr. Pattinson stated it was the 
aim of the Association, should the 
rink be moved to the Park, that it 
be rebuilt to serve as a civic cen¬ 
tre with other facilities incorporat¬ 
ed into the building. Council ad¬ 
vised that a report should first be 
received from the two arena in¬ 
spectors, a draft made of the pro¬ 
posed new building showing what 
it would incorporate and a plan 
showing how the financing of the 
building could be met and the build¬ 
ing maintained. It assured the two 
delegates that should the council 
then find the plan feasible and in 
the interests of the community they 
could be assured of the council’s 
support. 

John D'Appolonia’8 appointment 
as town assessor was approved by 
the Dept, of Municipal Affairs. 

Town solicitor Sam Bannan was 
present and yrformed council that 
it had the Fewer to expropriate 
land in order to widen lanes found 
too narrow.

A letter was received from the 
CNP baseball league asking coun¬ 
cil’s support in persuading Ottawa 
to inaugurate daylight saving time 
this summer. Council had already 
taken this step and will advise the 
league of this fact. 

The MHO’s report revealed that 
there were many citizens suffering 
from colds during February. The 
sanitary condition of the town was 
improving satisfactorily. 

Buildings chairman Adam Wilson 
brought to council’s attention the 
condition of the council chamber 
following some public meetings. 
Matches, ashes, cigarette butts; 
yes, even spitting, was left on the 
floor. He asked that a woman be 
employed to clean up after these 
meetings and steps be taken to im¬ 
press on persons attending meet¬ 
ings that they should be more care¬ 
ful with their disposal of matches, 
etc. Council gave him authority to 
interview parties who might be 
willing to earn a few dollars clean¬ 
ing up the council chambers after 
meetings.

Due to lack of water facil¬ 
ities, no fire hose could be brought 
into play and with the exception of 
a few pails of water thrown on the 
fire, would-be firefighters could only 
help in saving pieces of furniture 
and clothing and then stand help¬ 
lessly by while the flames devoured 
home after home.

Blaaenko, the 
owner’s son. kept pail after pail 
of water running over the shingles 
to protect the roof from sparks.

fire to a pillow. The snow squall 

then did a lithe damage to the 
furniture. However, the home was 
saved as well as Hazuka’s store 
while the five homes between them 
were burned to the ground and this 
morning twisted steel that had 
formerly been beds was to be seen 
in the smouldering embers. 

The homes destroyed belonged to 
Mrs. Olga Kropovich, four rooms, 
and occupied by Mrs. Kropovich 
and three small children; John 
Sturko, four rooms, occupied by Mr. 
Sturko, his wife and four chidren; 
John Jasinky, who rented the four 
room house to Mr. and Mrs. 
Andrew Scrimbit; John Bianowski, 
three rooms, occupied by Mr. 
Bianowski, his wife and child, and 
a two story home owned by Mrs. 
Blazenko and rented by Mr. and 
Mrs. G. Dancoisne and four child¬ 
ren. 

All homes were insure although 
it is known some of the tenants 
lacked insurance on their furniture. 

During the long hours which the 
fire raged some of the workers were 
given coffee by thoughtful women 
and early Tuesday morning were 
still to be seen at the scene of the 
fire with backened and weary faces. 

Two electric poles, one burned 
away from the wires, will have to 
be replaced by Stuart Murdoch and 
Bill Bennett were on the job Tues¬ 
day morning making the wires safe.

MANY EVENTS OK GREAT IMPORTANCE have taken place since 
the war ended. There has been the serious unrest in some parts of the 
world, the progress of the United Nations Organization, the trial and 
punishment of war criminals and other significant happenings, all of which 
have taken up public attention in recent months. While interest has been 
largely centred on these things, we are sometimes reminded of other 
developments which are less sensational, but nevertheless very important. 
One of these is the post-war administration of Germany, an undertaking 
which will have a profound effect on the future peace and security of the 
world. A report issued by the Director of the British Public Safety Branch 
early in 1946, gives some interesting facts concerning the progress Which 
is being made in the British zone of occupation. 


Originated In Canada 

New Treatment May Read To 
Prevention Of Silicosis | 

Relief from silicosis has been j 
afforded by use of aluminum dust in-1 
haled into the lungs and researches 
said the new treatment, originated { 
in Canada, may lead to prevention of i 
the dread, disease. 

The Colorado University School of , 
Medicine announced that treatments 
it is conducting gave relief to those ( 
who have contracted the disease by 
breathing air contaminated with rock 
dust containing silica. 

Researches Said that, to date, the 
treatment relieved symptoms of the 
disease, permitting patients to 
breathe in comfort, but did not effect 
a cure. 

Similar experiments have prevent¬ 
ed silicosis in animals, cne of the re¬ 
searchers said. He added that “in 
all probability” prevention among hu¬ 
mans will be possible. 

Credit for discovery of the treat¬ 
ment generally is given Dr. Budley 
Irwin of the Banting Institute, To¬ 
ronto, and Dr. Douglas Robson and 
3 Jim Benny of a northern Ontario gold j 
! mine. Initial reports on the treat- j 
11 ment were published in 1937. ;'

tion was directed mainly to eliminating Nazis from positions in the fields 
of administration, education, police work and public services, but it has now 
been extended to economic and industrial organizations. By the end of 
Octoben 1945, the de-Nazification of the banking institutions was virtually 
completed. At that time, out of a total of forty thousand bank employees, 
seven thousand had been removed, and some six hundred arrested. It was 
reported that the problem of removing Nazis from all positions, where 
their influence might prove harmful, necessitates the investigation of over 
three quarters of a million individuals.

A Good Reason 

j Britain Gets More Shipbuilding 
j Contracts Because Work 
Is Better 

W. L. Clark, writing in the Wind¬ 
sor Star, says: There are two rea- 
j sons why ships for Canadian com- 
j panies are being built in Great Bri- 
I tain and Northern Ireland, instead 
! of in Vancouver and other Canadian 
j shipyards. 

| One reason is that some of the 
j ships being built are to replace ves- 
j sels sunk by enemy action through 
| the war. These will be paid for by 
insurance money, which is held in a 
! pound sterling pool in Britain. They 
j are “blocked pounds” and must be 
spent in Britain. It is part of Bri¬ 
tain’s general program of rehabili¬ 
tation of industry and the shipbuild¬ 
ing business is an important cog in 
Britain’s machine. 

The other reason is that better 
ships are built in Britain at lower 
costs. That is something the Cana¬ 
dian shipbuilding industry has to in¬ 
quire into and rectify itself, if it 
wants to continue in the building 
business. It is all very well for ship¬ 
yard managers to talk and for union 
leaders to orate and send petitions, 
but the best way for the Canadian 
shipyards to attract business is to 
buckle down and build better ships 
at lower costs than they do in Bri¬ 
tain. 

It may not be palatable to have 
to admit that Britain is superior 
i in the shipbuilding industry. But, 
unless that is admitted, the root of 
the reason why Canada does not 
build more ships is not approached.

LONDON. British farmers, gar-' 
deners, and even the humble allot¬ 
ment amateurs are busy with the 
“dig-against-famine" campaign. 

Responding to urgent appeals of 
the government again to grow more 
food, they are working as they 
worked during the days of the battle 
of the Atlantic when every ounce of 
food grown at home was an ounce 
less exposed to U-boat attack. 

Farmers who thought to turn their 
land to more remunerative crops have 
abandoned dreams of larger profits 
and less work and are preparing to 
plow up their land -to sow cereals 
as soon as the snow disappears. 

The National Allotments Society 
has called upon allotment holders 
and small gardeners to grow £J0,- 
000,000 ($44,500,000) worth more 

food this year—although their con¬ 
tribution to the country’s supply is 
already estimated at between £20,- 
000,000 and £30,000,000 annually. 

For farmers, this big "dig-against- 
famine” campaign is not so easy. 


They are faced with two major 
problems—manpower and the 11th 
hour nature of the appeal. Their 
crops were planned months ago and 
to turn over now to growing more 
wheat means upsetting all their care¬ 
fully-made plans and in many cases 
putting spring sown wheat into not 
too suitable ground. 

Their greatest problem is man¬ 
power. To implement the new cam¬ 
paign, it is estimated between 125,- 
000 and 200,000 additional workers 
are required on the land. 

Large numbers of German prison¬ 
ers of war are being brought into the 
country from the United States and 
Canada. But they are coming to re¬ 
place Italian prisoners who are be¬ 
ing repatriated and to fill the gaps 
left by demobilization of thousands 
of women from the women's land 
army. 

Last year some 2,200,000 acres of 
land were under wheat compared 
with^900,000 in 1938. However, this 
[was 880,000 acres less than in 1944.

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The Red Cross 
Must Carry On 

The world is in pain. There is more 
than enough work to do for all the 
agencies whose mission it is to recieve 
distress. Th e Red Cross has been one 
of the great sources of aid to victims 
of calamity, in peace as in war. If the 
crippled and the sick are to be helped 
throughout the land, if disaster* are 
to be met effectively, if plague spots 
are to be wiped out and the general 
health of our people promoted — the 
Red Cross must carry on. 

But the funds are needed to make 
these ministrations of mercy possible 
and affective. These funds come from 
the voluntary memberships and con¬ 
tributions of the general public 
from people who have a fellow-feeling 
for the misfortunes @jid sufferings 
of their neighbors, wherever they may 
be, the Red Cross is a true democracy 
of goodwill. 

To carry on the work that is wait¬ 
ing to be done the Red Cross in Al¬ 
berta needs $200,000. During this 
month of March it is asking every 
good citizen in Alberta, who wants to 
be a good neighbor to those less for¬ 
tunate, to join the Red Cross. A sub¬ 
scription of one dollar or more entitles 
you to membership. This is a chal¬ 
lenge to free people to give freely in 
a cause that is truly international, 
that knows no boundries of class or 
creed or color—the great cause of 
mercy. 

Red Cross work begins at home. The 
international activities of the Red 
Cross and the terrific demands on its 
resources have overshadowed the good 
work it has been steadily carrying 
on right here at home. It was only 
natural that the need for aid on the 
battlefields of the world should hold 
the spotlight. The preparation and 
dispatching of parcels to prisoners of 
war, the organization of blood donor 
clinics and the establishment of blood 
banks for the emergency treatment 
of our wounded, were among the tre¬ 
mendous undertakings that were car¬ 
ried through here in Canada with the 
loyal and ungrudging support of the 
Canadian people. 

These were the dramatic highlights 
of the Red Cross effort in wartime. 
The other work went quietly on, bring¬ 
ing healing and help and comfort and 
counsel in countless ways to the people 
of this Dominion. 

There are casualties of peace, too. 
There are little crippled children bom 
to a heritage of deformity or stricken 
by accident ot disease. For these the 
Red Cross Crippled Children’s Hospital 
provides special skill and tender care, 
helping to restore normal strength and 
health to their broken bodies, and faith 
and courage to their daunted spirits. 
Thousands of children have been so 
helped in Alberta. The new larger 
hospital which is planned will make 
this help more widely available than 
ever. 

Blood banks are needed in peace as 
well as in war. The Red Cross pro¬ 
poses to establish these all across the 
Dominion so that blood transfusions 
will be freely available to all who re¬ 
quire this life-saving service. 

At the outposts of civilization and in 
sparsely settled districts in Canada 
that cannot support a doctor, the Red 
Cross maintains nurses and nursing 
stations equipped to give emergency 
medical aid. These services, together 
with home nursing and practice train¬ 
ing in First Aid in rural areas, bring 
help and comfort and essential instruc¬ 
tion to portions of our population that 
would otherwise be left to face disease 
and accident without competent treat¬ 
ment or care. 

Surely no one would willingly 
countenance the restriction of such 
services. Indeed they should, and must, 
be extended. Whether they are or not 
depends on the average citizen. For 
it is the multitude of small subscrip¬ 
tions that give power to the Red Cross, 
power to move effectively wherever 
the need arises. It is the responsibility 
of EVERY CITIZEN who has a 
thought for the stricken and helpless 
to see that this Red Cross Campaign 
in Alberta is a success.

Hillcrest Mohawk Collieries Ltd.; Bellevue, Alberta, 
representing a district of approximately 20,000 people, the following 
resolution was authorized to be forwarded for your consideration and 
early action: 

WHEREAS: The coal mining industy is of national importance, 
being a cornerstone of our economy in times of peace, and a vital ne¬ 
cessity for defence in times of war, and 

WHEREAS: At the present time the coal mining industry is un¬ 
able to meet the demands made upon it for the supply of coal, creating 
a critical situation during the past several winters, and 

WHEREAS: This situation is the direct result of shortage of mine 
labour, and 

WHEREAS: As a result of careful surveys being made in the 
various towns in the district and also from information received from 
National Employment Officers and coal mine operators, it is fully es¬ 
tablished that the present labour shortage is directly attributed to a 
Housing shortage, and further, the surveys of housing conditions 
brought out the following facts: 

THAT: Approximately fourteen hundred young men left the dis¬ 
trict to join His Majesty’s Forces, and that many of them are now re¬ 
turning with brides, and others have married since returning. 

THAT: Many of these are desirous of setting up their own homes, 
and still others who are postponing marriage until living quarters are 
available. 

THAT: Daily, qualified men, veterans and others, from outside 
points signify their desire to proceed to this area for employment in 
the mines, but are denied this right because of the absence of living 
accommodation in the mining towns in this district. 

THAT: Many young men who left the district to enlist in the 
Services are staying in the cities, reluctant to return to mining cen¬ 
tres because of the unattractive housing conditions. 

THAT: The Housing situation in all the towns in the district is 
now past the saturation point, and many residents are living in make¬ 
shift quarters. 

THAT: The mining companies in this area could employ approx¬ 
imately 300 men, but are unable to do so because of lack of living 
accommodation. , 

THAT: A total of 500 new homes could be absorbed, and are ur¬ 
gently required to take care of present labour requirements and to 
alleviate the present congestion* and 

WHEREAS: The majority;’of these homes would be required for 
veterans, and 

WHEREAS: There is not a Veterans’ Housing Scheme in force by 
which veterans in the district under discussion can be given grants or 
financial aid in the acquiring of homes. 

IT WAS RESOLVED: That the Dominion Government be peti¬ 
tioned to declare the area from Burmis, Alberta, to Femie, B.C., known 
as the Crows’ Nest Pass District, a special area with respect to the 
Veterans’ Land 1 Act, and that the regulation requiring a minimum 
area of half an acre for Small Holding grants under the said Act be 
so qualified to enable veterans in the District to take advantage of 
said grants under the Act by reducing the minimum area to two lots, 
or a frontage of fifty feet. 

In support of the above resolution it is respectively pointed'out: 

THAT: Owing to the topography of the district, there is no avail¬ 
able space to permit veterans to acquire larger tracts of land, and 

THAT: The land is unsuitable for small farming, very little 
arable land being available, and 

THAT: The climate in the greater portion of the district is un¬ 
suitable for small farming, and 

THAT: The land available for building purposes in the district 
outlined in this resolution is outside the high taxation areas, and is 
adjacent to Public Utilities already existing, and 

THAT: The wage scale in this district is higher than general wage 
levels and sufficient to take care of any financial commitments that 
may be made under the Act. 

It is further pointed out: 

THAT: The coal mined in this area is Bituminous Steam Coal, and 
as such commands an all year round market, and not subject to sea¬ 
sonal fluctuations, and 

THAT: The mining industry is equally as basic and important to 
the National Economy as agriculture. 

THAT: The general trend of labour is away from the mines, and 

THAT: Equal inducements should be made to attract returning 
veterans to mining as is being made to attract veterans to agriculture, 
and 

THAT: By alleviating the housing shortage in mining areas, anu 
attracting labour to such areas, congestion would be eased to an equal 
extent in the cities, and at the same time give labour gainful employ¬ 
ment, and 

WHEREAS: The present quota system for homes under the Vet¬ 
erans’ Land Act is inadequate to meet the situation. 

IT WAS FURTHER RESOLVED: That the present quota system 
be changed to provide for priority to be given areas where labour 
shortages exist due to lack of housing—thereby permitting the grants 
made under the Small Holdings scheme to serve a double purpose.

Amendments to 
Wartime Wages 
Control Order 1943 


Canada’s Family Allowances have 
been in operation now for just over 
a year, and statistics covering the 
full picture are being released by 
the department of health and wel¬ 
fare. 

Some 1,363,000 families have re¬ 
ceived allowances to date. The min¬ 
ister reveals that while the largest 
single payment actually made to 
date to any one family has been 
$65 a month the average paid peT 
family has been $14.27. 

Two-thirds of Canada’s families 
receiving the allowances average 
between two and three children 
each. There are only 3,644 families 
in Canada having two or more chil¬ 
dren. This represents only one- 
third of one per cent of the fam¬ 
ilies in Canada receiving family al¬ 
lowances. 

Families containing between five 
and nine children under sixteen 
total 122,300, and are 11 per cent of 
Canada’s families. Those having 
four children or less total over 88 
per cent of the families receiving 
allowances. 

Families with income below 
$3,000 annually derive some reve¬ 
nue from the allowances, though 
income tax exemptions are lowered 
by the amount received in allow¬ 
ances. 

The general picture of Family 
Allowances in Canada is that the 
payment of this money each month 
is achieving the desired result in 
terms of better nutrition, better 
housing, better education, and bet¬ 
ter opportunities for the children 
of Canada.

It has been announced by the 
Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, minister 
of labor, that a number of amend¬ 
ments to the Wartime Wages Con¬ 
trol Order 1943 will go into effect 
on Feb. 15. He said: 

“The economic stabilization mea¬ 
sures, by permitting an earlier and 
easier changeover from war to 
peacetime production, having pro¬ 
tected the purchasing power of Ca¬ 
nadian incomes whether they or¬ 
iginate as old age and retirement 
pensions, children’s allowances, vet¬ 
erans’ pensions and allowances, mo¬ 
thers’ allowances, workmen’s com¬ 
pensation payments, or wages. In 
effect, the policy has been, and will 
continue to be, to protect the real 
value of all sources of income. 

“Nevertheless, the War Labor 
Boards, composed equally of em¬ 
ployee and employer representa¬ 
tives, have provided a means for 
review and revision of inconsistent 
wage rates within an industry, and 
notwithstanding limitations on 
wage rate revisions necessary to 
the stabilization policy, wage rates 
have, on the average, increased 
considerably more than the increase 
in the cost of living during the 
same period. 

“The cost of living bonus under 
earlier wage orders and incorpor¬ 
ated in existing wage rates in 1943 
are part of this general wage in¬ 
crease. 

“The government nevertheless 
recognizes the desirability of lift¬ 
ing all emergency economic con¬ 
trols as quickly as possible. Natur¬ 
ally it is not to be expected that 
the pressures that make for infla¬ 
tion, developed during five years of 
war, would be dissipated in a per¬ 
iod of a few months, and, in fact, 
inflation pressures ar e still strong. 

“However, the government now 
believes that it is possible to make 
a number of amendments in the 
wage control order as a first step 
towards the orderly return to the 
normal processes of collective bar¬ 
gaining and provincial jurisdiction 
over wage matters. The success of 
the stabilization program has been 
due to the co-operation given by 
the provinces and employees and 
employers under the Dominion reg¬ 
ulations. The amendments give add¬ 
ed flexibility in the adjustment of 
wage rates and working conditions, 
both of which are important The 
amendments are as follows: 

“1. Effective Jund 30, 1946, nor¬ 
mal jurisdiction in the matter of 
minimum wage rates, hours of 
work and vacations with pay, will 
be returned to the provinces. 

“2. The present provision author¬ 
izing a war labor board to approve 
an increase in wage rates only 
where a gross inequality or injus-

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Police Report 

For The Months Of Jan. Feb. And March 


Police report for the months of 
January and February and to pres¬ 
ent date in March— 

There has been only four court 
cases for the two months: 

1 for assault, 

1 for failing to stop at stop sign, 

1 for beating room rent, 

1 for child delinquency. 

This man was sent to jail for 
three months. He was living with 
a girl under the age of eighteen 
and is a married man, his wife 
living in or near Moose Jaw. 

Car accident at Bobbitt’s comer 
between a truck owned by Charlie 
Sartoris, Blairmore, and car owned 
by Bert Garrett, of Coleman. Truck 
cut to the left while making a left- 
hand turn and car going west ran 
into truck. The insurance company 
paid for the damage done to Gar¬ 
rett’s car. The road on that avenue 
between Bobbitt’s Service Station 
and the Morris residence is only 
about twenty-five feet wide, this 
roadway should be at least forty 
feet at that point. 

Jan. 10, 1946—.Accident again 
occurred at Bobbitt’s comer, be¬ 
tween truck and car. The car being 
owned by Lloyd Bloomfield, of Olds, 
Alberta, and truck owned by 0. 
Celli, of Coleman. On this occasion, 
the truck going through to McGil- 
livray tipple and ca r going east. 
The truck ran into car. Insurance 
company paid damages. 

Feb. 11, 1946.—At 6 o’clock p.m. 
was informed that an accident had 
occurred at intersection of Granby 
avenue and Second street. The 
Dench transport going west and 
cutting too far to the left was mak¬ 
ing the left-hand turn. John Mc¬ 
Neil coming from the west saw 
truck coming around comer. He 
knew he could not avoid the acci¬ 
dent, swerved his car to the left. 
The accident occurred in the centre 
of the highway. The running sur¬ 
face of the highway is thirty-six 
feet wide at that point. The Dench 
transport company has promised to 
pay damages to McNeil’s car if the 
account is not too big. There was 
no person seriously hurt in the ac¬ 
cident, which was very lucky, as 
the road was covered with glare 
ice. I might add there has been no 
driver in court over these three ac¬ 
cidents. 

The West Coleman school was 
entered Jan. 19 or 20 by someone 
unknown. Some money was stolen 
from the school, being three or four 
dollars. I questioned 18 boys over 
this breaking and entering, but 
could get no place with it. 

The Rite Spot has had money and 
goods stolen from the premises. One 
youth is suspected of this theft, 
but to date we have not enough 
evidence to have him into court. 

Sunday, March 3, 1946.—James 
Kellock, of Calgary, came to my 
house and handed me a wallet con¬ 
taining Six Hundred and Seventy 
One Dollars and Thirty Cents, 
which he had found in a room of 
the Grand Union hotel occupied by 
him. I went to Blairmore and 
checked up all circulars concerning 
stolen money, I then made a record 
of all numbers of the different bills 
and made out receipt in the event 
the money was claimed. On Monday 
morning of the 4th, a phone call 
came through from Cranbrook from 
one Robert G. Little, inquiring if 
a wallet had been found in the ho¬ 
tel containing money. I phoned 
Cranbrook after being advised of 
this phone call, and advised him to 
come back and identify himself at 
the owner of the money. He came 
to the office at 1.30 in the after¬ 
noon, produced his bank book, ra¬ 
tion book, the name corresponded 
with that on his registration card 
in the wallet I returned to him the 
wallet and money, had him sign the 
receipt for same, the receipt of hav¬ 
ing received money being duly wit¬ 
nessed by the secretary Gladys 
Lees. 

Owing to various remarks having 
been made to me as to what Antle 
had done with money he got, I have 
detailed as above the incident, and 
would wish that this report be pub¬ 
lished in the weekly press, to sat¬ 
isfy those people who are worried 
that I kept the money. 

There are two laundries starting 
up in town. These people should be 
blade to put in very deep cesspools 
and not wait longer before so do¬ 
ing, we shall be having the same 
trouble as with the former laundry 
of Sam Lee and others. 

March 10.—I was called to the 
Rite Spot restaurant, owned and 
operated by Fred Weier, at 9 
o’clock p.m. On arrival I found four 
men were in the restaurant, one 
was causing considerable trouble, 
the other three were trying to get 


him out and not making a good job 
of it. He became unmanageable, 
started swearing, kicking, fighting 
and hitting anybody that came into 
his range. When I approached him 
to take him into custody, he struck 
me in the eye. I was forced to call 
in assistance, and had him removed 
to the RCMP barracks at Blair- 
more. To keep guard 1 all night, I 
hired one Alex. Plesuk and his ac¬ 
count is herewith presented for the 
amount of $9.10. 

This morning (March 11) at 
10.30 three charges were laid 
against him, one assault, one for 
being intoxicated and one for strik¬ 
ing a police officer. He was sen¬ 
tenced to eight months in jail.

To All Parts Of Empire 

Botanical Research In Britain Aids, 
Whole Commonwealth 

Professor Salisbury, director of the 
Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew, says 
live specimens and seeds are sent to 
Kew from all parts of the Empire 
and are re-distributed from there. 
Kew’s contribution to the establish¬ 
ment of plantation rubber and Cin¬ 
chona in various parts of the Com¬ 
monwealth and Empire is well known, 
but the history of the introduction 
of other economic plants to new areas 
may not be so generally realized. Sir 
Geoffrey Evans, Kew’s economic 
Botanist, conceived the idea of re¬ 
moving the rose ends of potatoes and 
partially drying them to serve as 
sets, instead of cutting large potatoes 
Into smaller parts. Thus much of the 
Stop can be used as food and still 
provide material for planting. These 
sets weigh less than one fifth of those 
normally employed, and thus permits 
of carriage by air, the method hav¬ 
ing been successful in the transport 
of potato sets to Malta and other 
Mediterranean countreis. An entry 
in the Kew records, dated August 
1864, shows a consignment of cocoa 
pods to West Africa, probably the | 
first introduction of that plant to 
West Africa, and eleven varieties of 
West Indian cocoa were sent to Cey¬ 
lon, where they grew and fruited 
well. Ceylon now grows some of the 
world’s best cocoa. The “Kew pine¬ 
apple’’, the Smooth Cayenne now 
widely grown throughout the tropics 
was imported from Kew as was the 
Macadamia or Queensland Nut. Kew’s 
Research Workers have been able to 
produce and export high quality and 
disease-resistant bananas, cassavas 
and passion fruit. 

W'artime needs stimulated the 
search for sources rich in vitamin, 
and Rose hips from the hedgerows 
of Britain were investigated and as 
a result a syrup was produced with 
about five times the vitamin con¬ 
tent of orange juice. 

Work is being carried out at Kew 
on the production of rubber from 
dandelions. 

These few examples out of many 
will show the vast range of sub¬ 
jects and diversity of services to the 
Commonwealth and Empire per¬ 
formed at Kew.
